Housd tho necessity of stipulating 
that unimpeachable security shall he 
given by any company that may nslc a 
charter for the construction of this im- 
portant link in overland railway con 
atructioii. A charter, when granted, 
should be so hedged with safeguards as 
to render the miscarriage of the 
scheme, except at a serious loss to the 
projectors, next to impossible. Besides 
seeing that the security is ample and 
good, there is another important duty 
which cannot be overlooked with safe- 
ty: The security should be within 
reach of the province ; should be where 
the hands of the government may be 
placed upon it in case of the default of 
the contracting parties. The deposit 
of bonds or money in a San Fran- 
cisco bank to the credit of the receiver- 
general of Canada is, we submit, not 
satisfactory. In arranging tho details 
complications may arise between the 
provincial government and the railway 
company on the one hand and the Do- 
minion "government on the other; and 
in that case the latter might refuse to 
part with any other security which 
may be deposited at Sun Francisco to 
the" credit of ilie receiver general. The 
proper, and, as it seems to us, thu oiili/ 
security tho House can accept with 
confidence should bo placed to the cre- 
dit of the provincial government at 
.some bank in this city be/ore the char- 
ter is granted. Unless this safeguard 
is provided what guarantee will the 
House have that their legislation may 
not prove abortive and that a delay of 
another year may not take place as a 
result of a too generous confidence in 
telegraphic promises. So far as tho 
Clements scheme is understood here, 
it. would appeal - to be advantageous to 
the province. The company otYer to 
construct a line of road to Seymour 
Narrows au/l begin work on tho 1st of 
July of the present year. But sup- 
pose that after having secured the 
charter they did not begin -work this 
year — what then I Is the House will- 
ing to face such :i contingency without 
imposing a forfeit which must be put 
ti]i be/ore the bill is finally passed ? 
We "think not. Let the Clements 
Syndicate come down with the security 
and thoy need be under no apprehen- 
sion of their bill not passing. 

THE DRYJitK'K. 

Mr. Feuouson has placet! on the no- 
tice board a motion which has for its 
object the reopening of negotiations 
with the Imperial Government for tak- 
ing over the dry dock. This, we sub 
mit, is ono of the most important no 
ticee of the session. The drydoek coin 
mitteo's report shows concluisvely that 
the work is one with which the pro 
vihee cannot grapple with any success. 
Tho government have so " mixed and 
muddled '' the matter and by their stu- 
pidity and ignorancehaveso increased the 
probable cost, that the task has become 
a most difficult one for the province. 
It can never hope to finish the dock, 
the cost of which a low estimate now 
places at £1 ,000,000 1 The only chance 
left for the House is to go back to the 
policy of the Elliott government and 
offer the work to tho Imperial Govern- 
ment — to ask Great Britain to finish it 
for- us. Four years ago the Imperial 
authorities were on the point of taking 
over the work, but in an evil moment 
the existing government withdrew the 
ofibr and made a bargain with Canada 
by the terms of which tho Ottawa au- 
thorities may at short notice take pos- 
session of the dock anil finish it at 
provincial expense. By the terms of 
that bargain the right of the province 
to further control of dock work is al- 
ready forfeited. At any moment the 
Dominion may step in and assert a pro- 
prietorship. This is known to the gov- 
ernment and to the House, and the 
necessity for prompt action is therefore 
apparent. Mr. Ferguson's resolution 
comes just in the niche of time. The 
government, of course, will resist the 
motion on the pretence that they do not 
wish tocopy any portion of thepolicy of 
the Elliott govt rumcnf, however goodi, 
may he. But have they not adopted 
the fiscal policy of that governtuent,and 
are they not keeping themselves afloat 
by its means .' Mr. Walkem and his 
crowd had better consent to cat hum- 
ble-pie. Thcv can thereby save the 
country at least $500,000. '

CiL'SON because he did not have the ad- 
vantage of an early education he casts 
a reflection on all' " blue shirted ; min- 
ers" whom ho affects so much ,to ad- 
mire. Mr. Walkem had -early educa- 
tional advantages; but even that fact 
has not prevent- d him being i «"d up 
before the Don nion by high judicial 
authority as knowing nothing of con 
stitutional law. It is safe to say that 
had he been born a coal-miner 
he would have always remain- 
ed ono. Said tho Western Judge 
to tho Irishman, " Paddy, you'd have 
been a long time in Ireland before you'd 
have slept with a Judge."

Tho Island Hailwar- 

To the Enrrou:— -"Coming ov'enls 
cast their shadows before," is an old" 
proverb tho verity of which will be 
manifest ere long in this province. In 
a former letter 1 expressed a fear that 
if the railway reserve on the Island 
extended beyond Nnuaimo it would 
give power to a company (if so 
inclined) to construct a line across the 
island to the Alberni canal which, in 
all probability, would deprive Victor- 
ia of the through traffic of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, lu one of the 
private bills on this subject now before 
the legislature I observe that there is a 
eiatise to this effect, "that the com- 
pany shall have the power to construct 
a line to a point on the West coast." 
This, to me, confirms the impression 
that at some future date they contem- 
plate building this branch line and by 
that means have solo control of the 
railway system as far as wc "are con 
cerned. I therefore venture again to 
direct tho attention of Victorians to 
this fact for I am still under -Ihc im- 
pression that either of the 'railway 
chemes portend evil to the future of 
Vancouver Island. It is for the pub- 
lic to say whether it will not be advis- 
able to reject both these bills as thoy 
now stand or at least to have them so 
amended as to insure future prosperity 
to this community. 

There is also another clause to which it 
will not be unwise tu draw attention. 
Why is, the Songish reserve, Victoria 
west, chosen as tho terminus of the Ks- 
quimalt- Victoria railway as it necessitates 
tho construction of a bridge across the 
harbor to connect it with Victoria prop- 
er. Why not adopt the line surveyed by 
Mr. Gastitieau some years since as it has 
many advantages over the line suggested 
by the company. The line this engineer 
adopted was across the Victoria arm at or 
near the first narrows and clear of the har- 
bour altogether and terminating at Rock 
Bay at a point on the wharf level of the 
vvaterfrontages so that tramways could be 
constructed and the cars deliver or re- 
ceivo their freight to or from the railway 
without handling while the new line 
presents a great impediment and obstruc- 
tion to tho harbour by a bridge and con- 
fers no public benefit whatever. It would 
be as well to discuss the railway ques- 
tion at a public meeting as Victoria is vi- 
tally concerned in the matter and unless 
we are to derive benefit from it, it would 
be better to defer iU construction until 
means can be adopted (•> give its accept 
able terms.

Hongkong, March 15. —A report was 
current in .Shanghai that on the 4th the 
Emperor had died, but the news was not 
confirmed in reply to private inquiires by 
telegraph; but serious palace intrigues 
have been discovered.

When the dredging is completed 
there will bo a uniform depth of 'J.'i feet 
at high and 11 feet at low water in front 
of all tho wharves; and this depth will he 
secured to about 100 feet into the .stream. 
( May has not been brought up anywhere 
except at tho custom house where sover.il 
feet of it was raised in order to give deep 
water at the end of the contemplated new 
wharf. This clay was so tenacious that 
sometimes the buckets would not empty 
and they had often tn be dug out. Since 
leaving the custom house, however, the 
excavating has been very easy. A few days 
ago a condemned ship's pinup was fished 
up, fortunately without injury to the 
dredger; but a serious mishap might 
easily have occurred by the buckets be- 
coming entangled in such a mass of old 
iron and wood. The punts hold about 
•JO cubic yards of stuff which is taken out- 
side the harbor and dumped in not less 
than 30 fathoms of water. Only about 
seven trips per day r.ro made and tho dis- 
tance to be traversed by the steamer canst s 
considerable loss of lime on board the 
dredger waiting for punts. Three such 
steamers would be kept busy or one with 
three times the speed and power of the 
(ieorgia conveying away the dirt which 
might be brought up. As it i» punts are 
tilled before the loaded ones get out of the 
harbor.

I took tho oath of fidelity to the Em- 
peror.an.l J would have respected my 
oath if the commander of the vessel 
in which 1 served had not. been a thief.

Continuing, 
he said, "While I served with the Si 
beria squadron I met numbers of inno 
cent exiles whose undeserved sufferings 
had reduced them to second childhood 
My sister was transported to Siberia 
when eiiceiiitt and was prematurely de 
livered of a still-born child. Then til 
last the stilling moral atmosphere I had 
to breathe became unbearble to me. (!o 
where I would both in the navy and 
in society, 1 found falsehood, wrong 
and tyranny in their foulest and most 
odious fornrS. They drove me at length 
to turn terrorist. I was a terrorist in 
tho extreme Sonne of the word, caring 
little for shibboleths but would serve 
anyone, no matter whom, so long as he 
was a terriorist like myself, With the 
help of vskillcd accomplice 1 prepared 
dynamite and explosive engines. I havo 
voluntarily risked my life for the cause 
knowing that a little sooner or later I 
should ho hanged.'' SoukanofT was 
brutally intorruptd by the president 
saying:— "You should have all these 
fine phrases of yours printed."

In England, w hero 
factory legislation has accomplished so 
much in- the last forty' years, an ap- 
palling state of things existed.

In a row of chain shops 
women alone might be found at work, 1 
and their husbjmds might bo neon loll- ! 
ing against the wnlis. It was a faeti 
that men married "'nailers'' as i hey j 
were called to live on their toil and 
drink up their earnings. The delicate 
girl of 2\ wielded the heavy "oliver." i 
The reason women were employed was 
because more work could be got 
out of them than out of men. They 
were docile and submissive, 
would obtain 8s for a week's work- 
after paying the baby-tenders, 
" fircrs " at the forge, and other ex- 
penses, would have 3a 6d left, In the 
agricultural districts women and chil- 
dren were worked in gangs. The gang- 
masters drove them from liold to field, 
and far away from home, in boots and 
semi-male attire. This, however, did 
not compare with the sights in the col- 
lieries, and far surpassing imagination 
were the spectacles in the col lories of 
Scotland. Women were compelled to 
work in mines fille,! with gas

Hus3ia and Roasscau'3 Prediction. 

The present political state of Russia 
recalls with peculiar force the predic- 
tion concerning that country made by 
Rousseau about 1775 and published in 
bin well known work on the "Contrat 
Social." 

"With nations as with men," he 
wrote, "there is a period of maturity 
that should not he anticipated. To do 
so is to impoverish results. The diffi- 
culty is that it is not always easy to 
determine that precise period in the 
life of a nation when the people can be 
brought to recognize anil submit itself, 
in the interest of tho commonwealth, 
to constitute laws. One nation at its 
birth is capable of being disciplined to 
a voluntary recognization of and sub- 
mission to promulgated laws; another 
would not bo so in a thousand 'years. 
The Russians will never thoroughly 
and truly become a law-abiding peo- 
ple. This is due to the errors commit- 
ted by Peter the Croat. The genius of 
Peter was but that of the imitator, not 
the true genius, which, with inferior 
means, still attains perfection — which 
out of nothing creates all. His edict 
was to tho effect that from a barbaous 
people they should instantly become a 
civilized one, and from the moment he 
so desired it he insisted upon assuming 
that the transformation had been ef- 
fected, lie saw that his people was a 
barbarous one: he failed to comprohend 
that .a period of educational transition 
was neees.siirv before imposing upon it 
laws such as could only be understood 
and would only be recognized by a ci- 
vilized people, lie visited Oermany, 
and returned so impressed with Ger- 
man civilization and procedure of gov- 
ernment that he determined to make 
his people as the Germans were. He 
next visited England, and his residence 
in that country so modified his views in 
respect to Germany, that when he 
ugain returned to his own people, he 
set about making Englishmen of them. 
First Germans ! then Englishmen ! 
when he should have begun by making 
Russians of them, lie perverted their 
proper genius and in this way, persuad- 
ed them that they were that which 
they wire not, he prevented them from 
becoming thai which they should and 
might have been. Ideas of inordinate 
vanity and ambition were implanted on 
a false and disintegrated basis, the con- 
sequence of which will bo that Russia 
will one day want to subjugate Europe, 
but will, instead, be subjugated her- 
self.
